By the term " mind", we mean the separate entity or, the 
function of the brain that programs it. It is clarified that the 
term " mind " includes all related terms: mind, soul, 
consciousness, self, etc.

It was in 1929, that the discovery by 
the great American Astronomer Edwin 
Hubble (1889-1953), from the Mount 
Wilson Observatory in S. California, 
that galaxies are moving away from 
each other, meant that in their distant 
past, they had a common point start, 
with a cosmic explosion, a theory that 
had already been formulated. in 1927 
by Georges Lemaitre (p. 37). 

The Big Bang changed our perception

Principle explains the reasons why the 
Universe was created and has the age 
and those fundamental Physical 
Constants necessary to accommodate 
life, which has a consciousness of its 
existence and a free will, namely man. 
The terminology, " Human Principle ", 
was first used by Brandon Carter in 
1973 in Krakow, during the symposium 
in honor of Copernicus and the 500th 
anniversary of his birth. 


So, from a purely logical and 
philosophical standpoint, the Biblical 
and Scientific viewpoints are now 
considered equivalent and it is a 
matter of terminology: The former 
designates the pre-existing state as 
"God", while the latter terms it as 
"supersymmetry" or “primordial state", 
or whatever else, as the cause of 
creation. It is noteworthy that until 
the beginning of the 20th century, 
science believed, in complete contrast 
to the Biblical perspective, that the 
Universe had no beginning and was 
eternal, stable, and unchanging. But in 
1927, the monk and astronomer 
Georges Lemaitre, expressed the idea 
of a changing Universe created from a 
“primordial atom", and it’s Fred Hoyle, 
who, for the first time, ina BBC radio 
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broadcast in 1950, provided the term "Big Bang" for the 
primordial cosmic explosion. 


The “Big Bang" was confirmed 
experimentally, when in 1965 the 
physicists Arno Penzias and Robert 
Wilson (received the Nobel Prize in 
Physics in 1978), captured the trace 
of the Explosion, which is emitted to 
this day, when. observed a short- 
wavelength (microwave), diffuse, 
and. isotropic electromagnetic 
radiation, that came uniformly from 
all directions. It should be noted that 
the existence of this diffuse and 
isotropic radiation had been 
predicted since 1948 by George 
Gamow. 


Thus ended the controversy about the Universe, between 
the Biblical and Scientific views, with the complete 
predominance of the first: 


“the Universe was Created and is not without beginning!" 


239. 


And as the world-renowned Physicist, Academic and 
Professor 
Loukas Christoforou 
said: 


"Take the people who gave their 
lives and gave us many things in 
religion, the Prophets, Apostles, 
Saints, take anyone you want and 
put them all together and tell me, 
how beautifully they describe what 
they conceive of the divine. 

! would say that all these are small, 
close to the greatness of God's 
Creation, which modern Science 
has reopened before us

The question we must answer, secretly, to ourselves, 
honestly and sincerely: 


Hitler was responsible for killing 6 million people, Yes or 
No? 


Is there free will and autonomy? Are we responsible for our 
actions, good or bad? Are criminals responsible for their 
actions? 


If we accept the materialistic physico-chemical theories, 
that the will of man arises out of blind necessity, from 
purely mechanical processes, which take place in the brain 
and is subject exclusively to the physical and chemical laws, 
which blindly direct it, then the answer is, " No " and we 
don't have responsibility for what we decide and do, so 
criminals don't have responsibility for their actions either. 


But if we accept the obvious of our daily experience, that 
free will and change of mind is the common experience of 
all men, and that at any moment we can direct our actions 
according to our desire, then the answer is, " YES ", which 
means that the human machine is guided by something 
external, independent of its construction and the natural 
laws of its operation based on blind necessity, that is, it is 
guided by the soul, which has free will and at all times, 
expresses itself with the word "EGO” (“I”). 


This relationship between brain and soul can be likened to 
the relationship between radio and radio waves, i.e., just as 
the radio itself is not the source of the broadcasts it 
transmits, but reproduces them through the information 
carried by the radio waves of the outside station, the brain 
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too, is not the source of the soul's information, but the one 
that expresses them . And if one is destroyed, the radio or 
the brain, it does not mean that the other, the radio waves 
or the soul, is destroyed too ! 


Also, the relationship between the brain (which is a 
physical computer) and the soul can be likened to the 
relationship between a computer and its operator, who, 
using the machine, makes decisions about his problems, 
expressing his free will. And of course if the computer is 
destroyed, its operator still exists, but without being able to 
express his will and decide on the issues that concern him. 
So if, for example, our cell phone (our brain, our body), with 
its map and GPS navigation system, is destroyed, we (the 
operator, the soul), who use it, still exist, we simply cannot 
realize our will and go to our destination.. 


Therefore we have to choose between having a soul and 
free will and not having one, removing the concept of our 
freedom in the decisions of our actions. 


After giving this answer, each one of us must honestly 
discover what the existence or absence of the soul means for 
humans, and consequently for God, and what fundamental 
changes one should make to his ‘beliefs’..! 
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God, Soul, Free Will 


The positions of Professor George Paxinos, distinguished 
neuroscientist 


In an interview with the Athens 
and Macedonian News Agency, 
leading Greek neuroscientist 
Professor George Paxinos, who 
resides and works in Australia as 
the head of a research center, 
declared himself an atheist and 
publicly supports the notion that 

aN there is no free will or soul in 
George Paxinos humans. 

" Mind is the energy of neurons. 
And like the Hellenic Parliament, each neuron has its say 
and someone wins in the end. In the co-emotional field, e.g. 
in love, there is no free will. You cannot direct your 
emotions with your will. For other matters, beyond co- 
emotions, it is more difficult to prove that free will also 
does not exist. You think that you decide to go see this 
movie and not the other, but in reality, your brain has 
already decided and is letting you know. Your decisions are 
a matter of neurons. You are but a cork, on the waves of 
the brain and not the wave itself .' 


So without overlooking it, George Paxinos talks about two 
clearly separated entities, that is, on the one hand about 
the brain and on the other hand about " you ", who say the 
word “EGO” (" / ") and whose brain informs you about its 
decisions. About the brain waves and about the " cork " on 
the waves, as he describes it. 
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So when Science locates, in which center within the brain, 
this entity (clearly separated from it), is based, which 
has a self-consciousness of existence and says the word " 
EGO " (“I”) or, the " cork ", as George Paxinos figuratively 
calls this entity , then let's accept, that there is no soul and 
free will. And that the one whom the brain informs about 
the decisions of its neurons, is a center of it, made of flesh 
and bones, i.e. matter and not an “energetic” entity, 
"immaterial" and independent of the brain and matter, i.e. 
completely of a different nature from it, called " soul ". 


An entity, which has a consciousness of existence, 
expressed by the word "EGO" (“I”) and free will, because it 
can change its mind at any time, as our experience tells us. 


Because we can, and in fact many times with negative 
psychological consequences for ourselves, not satisfy our " 
desires ", which are the mechanical decisions of matter, i.e. 
the neurons of the brain. And we especially do this in our 
emotional states, love, hate, anger, etc., which the 
professor mentions and invokes as proof of the non-existence 
of free will. 


An entity that can even decide to kill the body, that is, to 
kill itself, something that neurons would never decide to do, 
because it is impossible for a machine to program itself to 
self-destruct, unless it is guided to do so by a another entity, 
which operates this machine, i.e. by " you ", the soul. It is 
exactly, the relationship between car and driver. The driver 
himself will turn the steering wheel and the car will fall off 
the cliff and not the car itself. 


So far, it is known that such a center in the brain has not 
been found, although large parts of it have been removed, 
without the patients losing consciousness of their existence. 
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So, | kindly request the great Greek Scientist, to avoid 
referring publicly to issues of human free will, because these 
are personal positions that each one of us has for himself. 


For the idea, even if true, that man has no free will and is 
therefore " irresponsible " for his actions, is dangerous. And 
of course, everyone has every right to believe this, but when 
this is expressed publicly, many may interpret it as granting 
absolution to every criminal for their crimes and that Hitler 
is acquitted, for the 6 millions of our fellow human beings, 
he murdered in holocaust.. 


"You think that 'you' decide to go see this movie and not 
that one (or, to commit this crime and not the other one), 
but in fact your brain has already taken this decision and 
just informs you so. Your decisions are a matter of 
neurons .' 


So it is as if the following were said to the criminal, who 
accepts them with joy, because not only do they offer him 
forgiveness for his actions, but they also give him the 
justification for doing them. And the same also happens with 
any one of us, who, because he is interested in his own 
interest, commits illegal, improper, or, immoral acts, 
against his fellow men: 


"You think that you have decided to commit your crimes, 
but in fact your neurons have already decided and are 
simply informing you of their decision, and you can do 
nothing but obey and commit crimes, because you have no 
free will and therefore you are irresponsible for your 
actions ".. 


So in two words, the above positions are summarized as 
follows: 
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There is no God, therefore 
There is no soul, therefore 
Man has no free will and is irresponsible for his actions. 


Therefore, for whatever you do in your life, whether ‘good’ 
or ‘bad’ deeds, you are not ‘you’ responsible, but rather your 
neurons, in other words, the ‘matter’. 


Conclusion: 


“Don't have any regrets about what you do, it's NOT your 
fault!" 


These can be deduced from the words of the Greek 
scientist, in his interview with the Athenian and Macedonian 
News Agency (see Bibliography) and which when said in 
public, regardless of whether they are correct or not, can 
strengthen people's irresponsibility for their actions, with all 
the negative effects this can have on society.. 


And of course another conclusion that comes from the 
above is that, if we follow the reverse reasoning, that is: 
- man is responsible for everything he does, therefore 
- man has free will, therefore 
- man has a soul, therefore 
- God exists, 


then, checking ourselves whether we have free will and are 
responsible for our actions, we know directly and by 
personal experience, the existence of a soul and therefore 
of God! 


It is an easy way to establish our relationship with the 
"divine", every day, and to avoid the ephemeral situations 
and actions in which our selfishness traps us..! 


An entity, which has a consciousness of existence 
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The positions of Dr. Wilder Penfield, " father " of 
neurosurgery 


On the other hand, the famous " 
father of modern neurosurgery ", Dr 
Wilder Penfield, during his career, 
tried to prove that the mind and 
consciousness originate exclusively 
from brain processes. But he, unlike 
George Paxinos, revised his initial 
views, due to the observations he 
made during operations on more 
= Willer Penfield than a thousand epileptic patients. 


Specifically, while the patients were conscious, he 
stimulated with the help of electric current, some motor 
centers of the brain, (e.g. of the hand), thus causing the 
involuntary movement of the corresponding limb. At the 
same time, he asked the patients to block this movement, of 
their own volition, (e.g. using the other hand). So as the 
patients " struggled» against themselves, they confessed 
that the involuntary movement was not done by their will. In 
other words, they viewed themselves as an entity separate 
from their body, and no electrical stimulation affected the 
patients’ perception of this or their will to believe that this 
movement was voluntary. Penfield ventured to explain that 
man possesses not only a brain, (which is material, and 
stimulated to cause movement), but also an immaterial 
reality, (mind), which interacts with the brain . 


The above is described in his book, " The mystery of the 
mind" , in which, characteristically, he describes his 
following experiment, which he repeated hundreds of times, 
in different ways. 
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He created a high-tech system to monitor the brain activity 
of a patient who was told to perform simple movements such 
as raising his arm. When he raised it, a part of his brain was 
activated and the patient described the event with the 
words, "/ raised my hand ." When he brought his hand down, 
the part of the brain seemed to turn off, and the patient 
described the event as, "/ put my hand down . " 


Then Dr. Penfield, using state-of-the-art technology, 
artificially activated the brain section and the arm rose. The 
patient described the event with the words, " My hand went 
up by itself . " Dr. Penfield specifically asked, " Did you raise 
your hand 2?" The patient responded with complete certainty, 
"| didn't raise my arm, my arm went up by itself.” When Dr. 
Penfield turned off the brain and the arm fell, the patient 
described, “ My arm fell down, | didn't lower it myself" . 


This simple experiment had profound implications 


In both cases, the brain was activated to raise and lower 
the arm. In the second case, Dr. Penfield, who was an 
external agent, activated the brain. But what was the factor 
that activated it in the first case? "In both cases, the brain 
served as a machine for transmitting the intention of an 
agent ."_ In the second case Dr. Penfield conveyed the 
intention. In the first case, however, 


" what was it, that conveyed the intention?” Could the 
mysterious agent be the soul?' 


The movement of the hand, in this case, was made by the 
patient " of his own free will ," obeying Dr. Penfield's request 
to raise his hand. The, “of his own will , " is the factor that 
activated the brain, which moved the body and raised the 
hand.

So, " by his will", could be the soul, the mind, the spirit, 
or whatever else we call it, but NOT the brain, " which is the 
engine that transmitted the movement to the hand, obeying 
in both cases, to the agent who gave it the order!’ 


Dr. Penfield, as before mentioned, had begun the 
investigation of the brain, with the express intention of 
disproving the existence of the soul, but after conducting 
experiments, such as the above, for forty years, he arrived 
at a definite conclusion, 


“the brain is a computer, but 
programmed by something, outside of itself" 


What Dr. Penfield had not proved, as he states in his book, 
" The Mystery of the Mind ," published in 1974, is where this 
separate immaterial entity, which programs the brain, and 
which he calls “mind”, derives its energy to operate ? From 
the body or, from an external source, from God? That is, as 
he explains in the last paragraph of his book, does the " mind 
"survive after death, if its operating energy comes from God 
or, no, if it comes from the body? And of course, in 1974, 
the thousands of " postmortem" cases had not yet been 
collected and studied», the so-called NDE cases (Near Death 
Experiences) which give the indication that, after death, 
what we call soul, mind, spirit, consciousness etc. survives

Your analysis and ex-cathedral statements of what is 
dangerous to say in pubic is not based on science but on your 
guess, which | think is erroneous. Remember there is no 
evidence those who do not believe in free will (Such as 
Einstein, Voltaire) commit more crimes. 
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What Do You Think? 
Think secretly and answer yourself 


What do you think? 


Is there a God and a soul? Is it "you", the soul, that says the 
word “EGO” ("/") and with your free will guide the brain, 
which is a meat machine, a computer and nothing else... 
and therefore, 


do you feel "responsible to God", for the evil deeds you do 
for your own benefit? 


Or, 


Is there no soul, no God? That is, your brain is a meat 
machine, a computer without free will and without the 
concepts of Good, Evil, Dignity, Responsibility of Praise, 
Blame and Hell.. and therefore, 


do you feel "irresponsible to people" for the bad deeds you 
do to them? 


and for you is there only obedience to the Laws and the 
concepts of " beneficial " and " harmful " for man, as you 
interpret them each time? 


Because science has not yet answered the question of 
whether there is a God and a soul, the above two 
antidiametric beliefs are of equal weight and equally 
acceptable, and testify to the sincerity and honesty of those 
who express them freely! 


Intermediate faith, however, does not exist. We cannot, 
with ideological tricks, be on good terms both with God, 
meaning "there is a God and | respect Him," and with 
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ourselves, saying “even if there is a God, there is no soul and 
free will, or it's not my fault if God gave me a bad soul, 
etc.,”" so that we can evade responsibility for our actions. In 
other words, we can't be comfortable both with God, 
assuming He exists, and with ourselves, for the wrongdoings 
we commit. 


We mustn't postpone it, overcome ourselves and our 
personal interests, and explore all the data of Science 
regarding the indications for the existence or non-existence 
of God and soul. We need to decide which of the two 
opposing beliefs we agree with, making all the necessary 
changes that will help us continue our lives, fully 
psychologically prepared for all potential occurrences at any 
moment. 


The worst option, however, is either to avoid engaging and 
answering, because we lack a true worldview of life based 
on the existing indications of Science, or for our worldview 
to be subjective. In other words, it becomes a false artifice 
solely aimed at justifying our actions and our way of life. 
Eventually, when we face the ultimate need of the end, 
without the aforementioned sincere preparation of faith, we 
will be overcome either by the despair of impending 
annihilation or by the fear of God's deception in His name. 


Here we need to clarify the concept of "personal interest" 
for those who believe in the existence of God and soul. 


Faith in God is “true” only if it is based on objective 
criteria, which for Christianity are life, death, and the 
resurrection of Jesus Christ, and is described in the Symbol 
of Faith. For other religions, anything written about them 
that supports the existence of God is valid, while it is "false" 
if it is based on our personal interest. In other words, if | 
believe in God to survive after death, go to paradise, etc., 
| render religions objects of exploitation and “opium of the 
people,” as Marx characterized them in 1844.

Consequently, it is advisable to transcend ourselves, explore 
the indications of Science about the existence or non- 
existence of God, and take a clear stance on the above- 
mentioned matters!

Faith in God, in His existence, is 
unfounded because otherwise it 
wouldn't be faith, but knowledge. 
That's why the one who believes 
doesn't bear any burden of proof 
regarding the existence of God. The 
truth of faith exists in the extra- 
ontological realm, where it is 
questioned.

The only burden of proof that believers carry is the proof of 
the authenticity of their faith. A similar burden rests upon 
non-believers regarding the authenticity of their disbelief. 


If we want to answer the question of faith, we will realize 
that the only thing we can answer is how genuine, 
authentic, and logically ungrounded we are in our inherently 
unfounded faith. It's not about whether or not the content of 
our faith resonates with the Authentic Truth. 


Question: Do we have the ability to answer or not answer 
the question of the authenticity of our faith or disbelief? In 
terms of how authentic, sincere, and genuine we are in faith 
or disbelief, or whether we contradict, pretend, doubt? 


Answer to the above question: 

Yes, we have this ability. 

Therefore, we have free will because we can answer the 
extent to which we are authentic and truthful in confessing 


our faith or disbelief. We can choose not to answer all the 
above, not because we can't answer, but because we don't 
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want to. Everything else might eventually find a scientific 
explanation that challenges the notion of our freedom, but 
nothing and no one can challenge our freedom to ask

This article of mine was inspired and includes many 
positions from the extensive and fully documented analysis 
carried out on the subject by Professor Irene Christinaki of 
the University of Athens.

Can science prove the existence of a soul? 


Prominent researchers from distinguished university 
institutions, such as Cambridge, Princeton and Max-Planck, 
argue that quantum mechanics predicts a kind of afterlife. 


They explain that a person can have a dual existence, 
physical and mental, just like subatomic particles (photons 
and electrons), which, in addition to particles, are also waves, 
that is, they are both matter and energy. 


These physicists believe that the extension of this 
phenomenon in nature, the psychosomatic dichotomy, is

Microtubules are a basic structural element of the 
cytoskeleton and are found throughout the cytoplasm. These 
tubular formations, which can reach up to 50um in length, 
play a major role in a multitude of cellular processes, such as 
maintaining cell structure, intracellular transport, regulating 
the movement of secretory vesicles and organelles, as well as 
the separation of of chromosomes during cell division. 


What the two distinguished scientists ultimately proposed

The new approach to man's greatest fear is called "

"The self is referred to as an individual human unit as the 
object of each reflective consciousness, the conscious 
“EGO” (“I”). Since the self is a reference from the same unit 
to the same unit, this reference is necessarily subjective.” 


In other words, the self is the consciousness of the entirety 
of the components that constitute the human being (body, 
brain, mind, memories, emotions, ideas, etc.), by a SPECIFIC 
entity expressed with the word “EGO”, "I". It is the self- 
awareness of existence, the essence, the person with a 
Name and Surname, who “communicates” affectionately with 
other individuals and, by extension, with the entire living 
environment, liberating itself from egocentrism. 


The question throughout all ages is where this entity, the 
Self, is established. Is it in the brain that we observe and 
study, or in an invisible essence called, the soul? 


In the first case, the answer is simple: 
We have studied the brain in detail, we have found how it 
functions and sets the body in motion, how it stores 
memories and emotions, and many other things. However, 
there is one thing we have not yet found, and we cannot 
provide an answer, namely: 


Where is the self anchored within the brain, the 
consciousness of existence, the EGO that gives commands to 
the brain to set the body in motion? How did the bones and 
flesh of the brain come to realize their existence, begin to 
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have emotions, direct the brain, and behave as a "single" 
specific individual, namely YOU? 


In the second case of the existence of the soul, we will 
attempt to provide an answer, relying exclusively on the 
scientific theories formulated so far in previous chapters, 
completely avoiding any religious or philosophical influence 
on them. 


It is clarified here that by the term “EGO” ("I"), we mean 
the conscious essence of a human being (not the “ego,” or 
the “superego” of Sigmund Freud). 


As previously mentioned, Stuart Hameroff, a distinguished 
professor in the Department of Anesthesiology and 
Psychology and Director of the Center for Consciousness 
Studies at the University of Arizona, and Sir Roger Penrose, a 
mathematician and physicist at the Mathematical Institute of 
Oxford University, proposed a theory that was _ initially 
confirmed in 2013. This theory suggests that the overall 
function of the brain arises from quantum vibrations taking 
place within the microtubules of brain's nerve cells 
(Orchestrated Objective Reduction or Orch OR theory). In 
other words, what these two distinguished scientists 
suggested was, the idea that what we call consciousness 
(soul) is actually a quantum computer, made up of the 
primary “threads” of an immortal creation. The brain is 
merely an organ that functions as an amplifier of this 
quantum, "immortal" computer. When the brain is destroyed 
through death, the entirety of the information and essence 
of this quantum computer is not lost, but remains integrated 
within the indestructible Universe from which it originated 
and of which it is an inseparable part. Dr. Hans-Peter Durr, 
former director of the Max Planck Institute of Physics in 
Munich, also explains that just as a particle records all its 
information in its wave-like, energetic state, the human 
brain functions exactly like a hard drive connected to the 
internet. Initially, it records all the information and then 
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transfers it to the "cloud," which, in this case, is the 
quantum, energetic, spiritual field (the soul). 


Based on the above, we will attempt to provide an 
explanation of how the Brain - Soul duo operates and 
collaborates. The Soul, in order to shape the EGO (the “1”), 
that guides the body, gathers and records all the activities of 
the Brain, which are imprinted on it (memories, emotions, 
ideas, experiences, etc.). It then processes all this data, and 
following its nature, which is based on free will, it ethically self- 
forms (as good or bad). Subsequently, it freely activates the 
brain to provide commands to the body for its functioning, 
according to its judgment. The distinctive element in this 
process is that the already formed EGO, meaning YOU, when 
making decisions, does NOT draw information from the 
archives of the soul, where everything is recorded, but from 
the current "active" archives of the human computer, namely 
the brain, in the functional state it is in, at any given moment. 
This is because the soul, YOU, must always be aware of the 
"present" state of your body to make the right decisions for it. 
Thus, when we sleep, we do not have a consciousness of 
existence (unless we dream). Similarly, if we lose our senses 
or fall ill and lose our memory, we lack consciousness. The 
soul, the EGO, as long as it is connected to the body, 
experiences the body's events to be able to provide proper 
instructions to the brain for addressing every problem. 


However, the same doesn't happen when the Soul separates 
from the body. At that point, the Soul (consciousness, EGO), 
which has its own senses, draws its information to "exist" from 
its own archives where everything that happened while it was 
guiding the body, is recorded. This state, as we know from 
numerous officially recorded testimonies of patients who 
briefly experienced the near-death experience and returned, is 
characterized by an ultimate euphoria to the extent that those 
who lived it did not want to return to life, as they later stated to 
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doctors and relatives...! (see Bibliography). The intriguing 
element in these "death" experiences is that the patients are 
aware of the space they are in and have described situations 
and events "outside this space," which were, later, verified as 
true. This means that many of these experiences are real, 
neurologically unexplainable, and NOT the result of chemical 
processes in the brain at the moment of death! 


Given all this, a final assumption we can make about the 
nature of the soul, is that it is a logical, individualized 
energetic state (YOU, EGO, US) closely linked to a machine, 
i.e. the human body, and it transforms the material world by 
shaping itself, the EGO, potentially towards the "good," 
based on experiences exchanged with other living beings, 
unknown for why!!! 


Here, religions explain that after death, the soul 
reincarnates and returns to life countless times to fully 
purify itself (Eastern religions), or by living its one and only 
life, in the material world as an individual personality with a 
unique "EGO in the Universe," namely YOU with your specific 
name. It is shaped to achieve “likeness” to God, who created 
the soul "in His image". In other words, humans have been 
created with the freedom of will and action to be "creators," 
as God is (“in His image”), and their purpose is to acquire 
His "goodness" in order to resemble Him (“in His likeness”). 


They shape their EGO towards the "good", in this life, to 
reach divine union!

Jiddu Krishnamurti 
At the end of sorrow lies solitude. 


Only in solitude there is no choice. 


Choice, of any kind, implies 
conflict. In choice, there are 
inevitably opposites. These 
opposites, inner and outer, 
generate confusion and 
unhappiness. To escape from this 
unhappiness, one makes gods, 
beliefs, nationalism, and 
dedication to various models of 
activity seem like real needs. 


By identifying with them, you 
make them important, but escape is the path of illusion, and 
then fear and anxiety arise. The path of choice is the path of 
sorrow, where pain has no end. Choice, selection, will 
always exist as long as there is the one who chooses, which 
is the accumulated memory of pain, pleasure, and every 
experience of choice; it only strengthens memory, which 
becomes thought and feeling. 


Memory is of only partial significance as it is made to react 
mechanically, and this reaction is choice. 


There is no freedom in choice. You choose according to the 
manner in which you have been brought up, according to 
your social, economic, and religious conditioning. Choice 
strengthens, without exception, this conditioning. There is 
no escape from this conditioning, which only breeds more 
torment. 
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Choice always breeds sorrow. Watch it and you will see it 
awaiting, demanding, insisting, fading away, and before you 
know it, you are caught in the net of inevitable obligations, 
responsibilities, and despairs it brings. 


Observe it and you will have an awareness of what is truly 
happening. Be aware of what is happening; you cannot 
change what is happening, you can cloak it, put it under 
your feet, but you cannot change it. It is there. If you leave 
it quiet without interfering with your opinions and hopes, 
fears and despairs, with your malicious and cunning 
judgments, it will flower and reveal its intricate form, all its 
subtle movements (and there are many), its apparent 
significance and ethics, its hidden motives and concealed 
fantasies. 


If you leave what is actually happening quiet, it will show 
you all this and more. But you must have an awareness 
without choice, walking quietly. Then you will see that 
choice, having flowered, dies and what remains is freedom, 
not that you are free, but there is freedom. 


To die to the known is to be alone. Every choice is within 
the field of the known. Action in this field always brings 
sorrow. The end of sorrow lies in solitude.

You don't need anyone to tell you how to see. You just 
see.

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Repentance, and metanoia (yetdvoia) 


Much has been said about these two words, and | will try to 
give them another dimension, which reveals the mystery of 
life, in a simple and direct way. 


«Repentance» (yetapéAeta), derived from "“meta-melo," 
means that | realize afterwards that | committed an error 
against someone else, which harmed them, and | do 
something to secure what | might lose due to this mistake. | 
usually say “sorry” after some time has passed and | manage 
to overcome myself. 


Repentance “organizes” us in a worldly sense, perhaps eases 
our conscience a bit, but it doesn't lead us to rest and 
peace. It's an act of self-interest. We feel guilt for our 
mistakes and try in this way to “organize” our wounded self. 
According to materialists, repentance is purely an act of 
self-preservation carried out by neurons and solely concerns 
the blind mechanical functioning of the brain according to 
physical laws. It's about what we do to NOT lose something 
we put at risk due to some misguided action. 


Of course, repentance doesn’t mean that “something has 
changed within us" and that we won't commit the same 
misguided act that led us to repent, we will just be more 
cautious this time, so as not to be perceived by others. 
Repentance creates a very unpleasant feeling in humans. 
when one sees what he lost with what he did and realizes he 
can't do anything to regain it. 


"Judas, repented, returned the thirty pieces of silver and 
went and hanged himself.” 
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On the contrary. 


Metanoia (uetdvota), derived from the Greek words "meta- 
nous," means that after committing a serious mistake against 
someone else, we transcend our mind, meaning we change it 
and start thinking completely differently than before, that 
is, we change our life from now on. This means that we 
won't repeat the mistake we made, as the motives of self- 
interest that led us to it will no longer exist within us. 


“Metanoia (uetavold),” a purely Greek word, doesn't exist in 
Latin-derived languages, which only have the word “repent” 
It can be expressed by the word “apology,” but this is usually 
said immediately after committing the unjust act. More 
importantly, it's expressed over time through a change in 
lifestyle, which is noticeable by everyone. 


Metanoia (yetavold), brings relief and peace to humans. It's 
the "practical remorse," as it is in legal terminology, which 
concerns a specific wrongful act. 


“Metanoia (yetavolda), is purely an act of the "mind," the 
“soul,” and solely concerns the free will of the human being. 
It has absolutely no relation to the functioning of neurons 
and the blind mechanical functioning of the body according 
to physical laws. 


Conclusion 


If even once in your life you have felt remorse for something 
you did and have changed your way of life, you know from 
personal experience that humans are not mere flesh 
machines obeying the blind laws of nature, randomly shaping 
them, but they have a soul with free will. 
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As a result of this, the existence of God is something you 
have a personal experience of!

On the other hand, when hopes meet disappointment and 
dreamers clash with reality, depression is born. Then the 
thoughts and memories weave the veil of melancholy, while 
souls kneel before the uncertain outcome of depression. It is 
a common language we all speak, an excerpt from the novel 
of our existence. 
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Grief and depression mark our fall from immortality, and 
at the same time remind us of the complexity and transience 
of human existence. 


Through the association of the words, there is an air of 
melancholy, a rhythm that accompanies our heart with every 
breath. It is a language of emotions that traverses the 
invisible path of the human soul, capturing the poetry and 
tragedy of existence.

External pains become an 
occasion for internal feedback and search for deeper 
meaning. The spiritual encounter with ourselves and the 
world reflects the light of the soul and directs our attention 
to the core of being. 
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Spirituality acts as a pillar of rejuvenation, a spring river 
that nourishes the soul with inexhaustible substance. Man, 
seeking the encounter with his higher self and the divine, 
finds the unity and peace he seeks.

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The nature of the Soul 


Summarizing all the concepts listed so far, in relation to 
the existing modern scientific theories about the nature of 
the soul, described in the previous chapters, we could list 
the following hypotheses about this serious issue that 
concerns all human existences, through of centuries.. 


The soul, in its simplest form, could be said to be a 
quantized energy bundle, required for the functioning of 
every living being on the planet. Its creation is the first 
great mystery of the appearance of life in the Universe. This 
was present and necessary for the creation of the first cell, 
but also subsequently, of all species of the animal and plant 
kingdom. It has an instinctive awareness of individuality 
(separates the body with its needs, from the environment, 
possibly creating corresponding feelings) and animates the 
organism, automatically processing the information it gives 
it and providing it with the life force that, together with its 
natural instinct, holds it to the “being” and directs it to the 
fulfillment of the physiological purpose of its existence.. In 
this form, the soul has no logic, (animals and plants do not 
produce history and culture and the constructions they may 
create, are instinctively, repetitive), so it is not responsible 
for the actions of the living organism. Therefore there is no 
configuration of it towards " good " or " bad ". It is absolutely 
pure existence, without the knowledge of death and decay, 
irreversible and unchanging, through which the universal 
attractive force ("love", p. 97), which unites everything in 
the Universe and is expressed in animals, as attraction and 
sincere devotion. So after death, their soul, which is only 
energy and has not undergone any mutation during life, 
loses its instinctive individuality and dissolves, as no longer 
serving the needs of the body. 
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However, with the appearance of man, which is the 
second great mystery of the existence of life in the

The other side of the coin 


Atheism means the denial of belief in the existence of 
Gods or God. Atheism, in the broadest sense, is called the 
absence of belief in the existence of deities. In a narrower 
sense, atheism denotes the rejection of belief in the 
existence of deities. In an even narrower sense, atheism 
takes the specific position that there are no deities. Atheism 
stands in contrast to deism and theism, according to which a 
deity exists. 


Atheism appeared around the same time period in Ancient 
Greece and China. It expanded in Ancient Rome, but waned 
dramatically during the Middle Ages in Europe. After the 
renaissance and the Enlightenment, atheism re-emerged in 
Europe, and influenced several philosophical and political 
currents of the 19th and 20th centuries. Today atheists 
number significant percentages, although difficult to count 
precisely due to the multitude of definitions, and are 
growing mainly in European countries, Australia and Canada. 


Arguments 


Arguments for atheism range from philosophical to social to 
historical. The rationale for not believing in god includes 
arguments that point to the lack of empirical data, the 
problem of evil, the religious diversity argument, the 
rejection of unverifiable positions, and the argument from 
non-belief. Defenders of atheism claim that the burden of 
proof is on the shoulders of theists to prove the existence of 
god. Although some atheists have adopted secular 
philosophies, such as humanism, there is no one ideology or 
behavior which all atheists accept. And vice versa: not all 
theists believe in the same god.

Depending on the arguments they express, atheists can be 
classified into different categories, hard or soft atheism 
(hard affirmatively states that there are no Gods or God, 
while soft includes the other forms of atheism). "New 
Atheists” is the name given to a group of atheist writers who 
have attracted the attention of the public with their 
aggressive language towards religions. Atheists today 
emphasize the need for secularization of the state and 
education, which must stop being used as a tool to 
indoctrinate children into religions. 


Atheists have argued that humans cannot know or prove 
the existence of god. In various religious philosophies, 
divinity is inseparable from the world, including body, mind, 
and consciousness, which is enclosed within each individual 
being. In the rationalist agnosticism of Immanuel Kant and 
the Enlightenment, knowledge comes from human reason; 
according to this line of atheistic agnosticism, we cannot 
know whether gods exist. Skepticism, based on the ideas of 
David Hume, claims that certainty about anything is 
impossible, so no one can know whether God exists or not. 
Hume, however, observed that metaphysical concepts, of 
which we have no observations, they must be rejected as 
‘sophistry and illusions’. However, whether agnosticism 
should be counted as atheism is something that is disputed, 
as it is considered by some as an independent worldview. 


Other arguments for atheism that can be classified as 
epistemological or ontological, behavioral they include 
gnosticism, according to which there is a lack or difficulty in 
understanding the meaning of the concept of god and 
phrases such as " god is almighty ". According to Theological 
agnosia, the phrase " God exists " does not express a position 
but is empty of meaning. Although there is a dichotomy over 
whether these positions are classified as atheism or 
agnosticism, philosophers AJ Ayer and Theodore M. Drange 
reject this categorization as both accept that the phrase 
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"God exists" has meaning, (but either do not accept it or 
question it) and put ignorance as a separate category. 


Metaphysical arguments 


Metaphysical atheism includes all schools and thoughts 
related to monism (homogeneity of reality). Metaphysical 
atheism can be a) absolute, i.e. explicit denial of the 
existence of god and related to materialistic monism (of all 
kinds of materialistic monism, from ancient times to modern 
times) and b) relative, i.e. non-ambiguous denial of God in 
every philosophy that, while accepting the existence of an 
absolute Being, does not attribute to him the attributes that 
usually characterize God: transcendent, person, unity. This 
idealistic form of monism is related to deism and pantheism. 


Epicurus is credited with the first example of the problem 

of evil. David Hume in his 1779 Dialogues on Natural Religion 
referred to Epicurus for his argument, couched in the form 
of a series of questions: 
“Does God want to prevent evil but is not able? Then he is 
not omnipotent. He can but he doesn't want to? Then he is 
not all good. And wants and can? Then why does evil exist? 
He doesn't want to or can't? Then why should we call him 
God?’ 


Rational arguments 


Some atheists consider that various theories about gods, 
such as the personal god of Christianity, do not show logical 
coherence. This type of argument presents a series of 
inductive arguments that consider certain properties, such 
as the perfection of god, the possibility that he created the 
universe, the claim that he is not subject to change, the 
proposition that he is omniscient, or that he is omnipresent, 
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or, omnipotent or, all-good, or, transcendent, being a Being 
(person), being immaterial, just and merciful. 


Atheists who practice theodicy believe that the world as 
we know it cannot be explained by the attributes usually 
attributed to god. They argue that an all-wise, all-powerful 
and all-good god is incompatible with the world where there 
is the problem of evil and human suffering, while divine love 
is hidden from many people. 


Deductive arguments 


Philosopher Ludwig Feuerbach and psychoanalyst Sigmund 
Freud argued that God, and other similar ideas, are human 
inventions, created to serve psychological and emotional 
needs or desires. Karl Marx and Friedrich Engels, influenced 
by Feuerbach's work, argued that religion is a relief for the 
oppressed people, according to Freud it is a psychotic 
fantasy and according to Friedrich Nietzsche it is the 
revenge of the weak against the strong. According to Mikhail 
Bakunin, " the idea of God means the abstraction of human 
reason and justice; it is the most decisive denial of human 
freedom and necessarily results in the slavery of mankind, 
in theory and in practice. " THE Bakunin, reversed Voltaire's 
famous aphorism "If God really existed, we would have to 
abolish him". 


Types and classifications of atheism 


Diagram showing the relationship of Strong Atheism with 
Explicit and Implicit Atheism. A) The hard Conscious Atheists 
say: "There is not a single god" B) The soft Conscious 
Atheists say : "| don't believe there is a god", but neither do 
they say: " | believe there is not a single god" . C) 
Unconscious Atheists do not believe in the existence of God, 
but without rejecting his existence, e.g. the newborns. (the 
size of the sets is not proportional to their population status) 
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Conscious - Unconscious Atheism 


Conscious Atheism represents the absence of theistic beliefs 
due to their conscious rejection, while Vague Atheism means 
the absence of theistic beliefs without their conscious 
rejection. The terms were coined by George H. Smith in 
1979. 


George Smith defines " Unconscious Atheism " as " the 
absence of theistic belief without a conscious rejection of 
deities” . " Absence of theistic belief " includes all forms of 
non-belief in deities: a) adults who have never heard of the 
concept of deities, b) adults who have heard of but not 
considered deity theories c) children and infants and d) the 
agnostics. 


Conscious Atheism is divided into 3 subcategories, 
according to Smith, depending on the reason he states led 
him to atheism. a) declares " / don't believe in the existence 
of deities or supernatural beings” , b) declares " no there is 
a god "or " it is impossible for a god to exist " and c) states " 
the idea of the existence of gods is stupid” . 


Graham Oppy classifies those who do not have a theistic 
belief, because they do not know the concept of God, as 
innocent. In contrast to atheists and agnostics, innocents did 
not answer the question of whether there is a god, because 
they cannot think about the question of whether there is a 
God. Oppy gives the example of children a few months old, 
patients with advanced dementia or with severe brain 
trauma, all of whom are innocent. 


Positive - Negative 


Positive Atheism (or strong or hard) is the form of atheism 
that states that there is no God or deities. 
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Negative Atheism (or weak or soft) is any other form of 
atheism, e.g. a person who states that he does not believe 
in a deity but does not explicitly state that there is no god 
(hence the negative). That is, they do not strongly believe in 
the non-existence of deities. 


New Atheism 


The "4 Horsemen" of New Atheism: Richard Dawkins, 
Christopher Hitchens, Daniel Dennett, and Sam Harris. 
According to R. Dawkins, “We are all atheists for most of the 
gods that societies have ever believed in. Some of us go a 
step further” New Atheism, (according to critics: evangelical 
atheism, or militant atheism, or fundamentalist atheism) is 
an atheistic movement that emerged in the last decades of 
the 20th century and argues that religion should not be 
tolerated whenever trying to influence government, 
education, or politics in general. The phrase first appeared 
in an article in Wired magazine in 2006. 


The New Atheists identify with secular Humanism, especially 
in criticizing education that allows children to be 
indoctrinated into religions. Harsh criticism against religions, 
however, is not something new. There were several earlier 
ones with strong criticism against religions (Ludwig 
Feuerbach, Vladimir Lenin, Friedrich Nietzsche, Karl Marx, 
Bertrand Russell, Mark Twain, etc.). 


New Atheists tend to share a general set of assumptions 
and opinions. These positions form the underlying 
theoretical framework known as the New Atheism. New 
Atheist writers share the central belief that there is no 
supernatural or divine reality of any kind. They claim that 
religious belief is irrational. And finally, they appreciate that 
there is a universal and objective secular moral standard. 
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This moral element distinguishes them from other prominent 
historical atheists such as Nietzsche and plays a key role in 
their arguments because it is used to conclude that religion 
is bad in various ways. 


The New Atheists make substantial use of the natural 
sciences both in their criticisms of theoretical faith and in 
their proposed explanations for its origin and evolution. 
They use science to recommend alternatives to religion. 
They believe that empirical science is the only (or at least 
the best) basis for genuine and true knowledge of the world, 
and insist that a belief can be epistemologically justified 
only if it is based on sufficient evidence. Their conclusion is 
that science fails to prove that there is a God and even 
supports the claim that one, indeed, probably does not 
exist. What science will show about religious belief, they 
claim, is that that belief can be explained as a product of 
biological evolution. Furthermore, they believe it is possible 
to live a satisfactory non religious life, based on secular 
morals and scientific discoveries. 


Atheism+ (plus) 


Atheism+, (Atheism+), is the atheism that keeps the 
belligerent rhetoric of the New Atheism, but rejects the 
positions of the " New Atheism " that it considers as 
conservative (racism, Islamophobia, white supremacy) and in 
their place promotes the defense of progressive policies such 
as social justice, feminism, anti-racism, pro-gay rights and 
use critical thinking and skepticism. The term was coined in 
2012 by a blogger, then Biology graduate student Jen 
McCreight, on her blog. Atheism+ differs from Humanism in 
the aggressive tactics it adopts against its opponents. 
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Antitheism 


The term Antitheism is used with two meanings. The first 
covers those who see theism as dangerous, destructive, or 
encouraging harmful behavior. Christopher Hitchens offers 
an example of this approach in Letters to a Young 
Contrarian (2001), in which he writes: "/ am not so much an 
atheist as an antitheist; | do not merely claim that all 
religions are versions of the same illusion, but | believe that 
the influence of churches and the influence of religious 
beliefs is harmful .' 


The second meaning of the word antitheism takes a 
different place. Antitheism states that there is a god who is 
absolutely evil. But this meaning is theistic rather than 
atheistic. 


Humanism 


The term Humanism (or, "secular humanism" as opposed to 
the religious atheism of previous centuries) describes a 
concept which is not identical to atheism, but is related to 
it. Although humanists are usually either atheists or 
agnostics, Humanism promotes religious indifference and the 
secular, irreligious state, while promoting its moral 
principles as the basis of society's functioning. Humanists are 
in contrast to the " New Atheists " since they follow the 
Humanistic rather than Scientific trend of atheism and 
emphasize the policies of social justice, anti-racism and 
tolerance. 


Humanism did not take the New Atheism's aggressive 
stance against theists, instead there were voices calling for 
mild theists to join the Humanist movement in pursuit of 
common goals. 
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Atheistic philosophies 


Evaluative or constructive atheism rejects the existence of 
deities while supporting the existence of a "higher value" 
such as humanity. This kind of atheism defends humanity as 
the ultimate source of morality and values, while allowing 
people to solve the moral problems that arise without 
turning to God. Marx and Freud used this argument to 
convey messages of liberation, growth and unlimited 
happiness. One of the most frequent criticisms of atheism, 
however, moves in a different direction: if you deny the 
existence of god, you are led to moral relativism and are left 
without moral or ethical foundations, and unhappy. Sam 
Harris responds to this criticism, arguing that morality is 
innate in humans, giving a biological, evolutionary 
explanation: The evolutionary process instilled in humans 
the instinct for morality as it gave them a survival 
advantage. 


The French philosopher Jean-Paul Sartre, characterized 
himself as a representative of atheistic existentialism and 
was not so much interested in denying the existence of God 
as in documenting that... " man needs... to find himself 
again and to understand that nothing can save him from 
himself, not even a real proof that there is a god .' Sartre 
said that the consequence of his atheism was that "if God 
does not exist, at least there is a being whose existence 
precedes essence, a being which exists before it is defined 
in any other sense... This being is man."." The practical 
implications of this kind of atheism were described by Sartre 
as meaning that there are no a priori rules, or absolute 
principles that one can invoke to regulate human behavior, 
so people are doomed to discover for themselves the 
principles by which they will live, making man the absolute 
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responsible for everything he does! 


" There is no God " - this is the conclusion of the late 
physicist Stephen Hawking, whose last book was published in 
2018.

Science does not experimentally study the possibility of 
existence or non-existence, God and soul, because it is not 
possible to test these concepts under the electron 
microscope, nor in a spin in the laboratory, in a test tube, 
which are the accepted scientific methods of at-will 
repeated verification of an event. 


So all that remains is the evaluation by the reader, of the 
existing positive or, negative evidence about God and the 
soul, for the personal formation of opinion.

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Kleptomania 


Kleptomania belongs to the category of impulse control 
disorders, (the sufferer loses control of a specific impulse), 
and is more common in women. 


Kleptomaniacs have no fear of God, (“do not steal”), just 
like the greedy and steal, experiencing satisfaction as a 
result. 


Stolen items usually have little value to the individual. 
They could have paid for them, unless they also suffer from 
the disease of avarice. 


The kleptomaniac enjoys the tension he experiences 
before the theft and the feelings of pleasure, satisfaction 
and relief when he commits the theft. 


Although someone with this disorder will generally avoid 
stealing when immediate arrest is likely (such as in front of a 
police officer) or when in an environment with surveillance 
cameras, they usually do not fully consider the possibility of 
arrest. or revealing it, thinking that others are stupid and 
will not perceive them.. 


Theft is usually done without the cooperation of others, 
unless they are under the influence of avaricious individuals, 
who gladly accept and exploit this defect by cooperating 
with them. 


Often, people with kleptomania also suffer from another 
psychiatric disorder, such as depression, anxiety, or 
mania. 
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Kleptomania symptoms include: 


- Feeling of increased tension, just before the theft. 
Feeling satisfied, hallucinations, delusions, or revenge 
and anger. 
Feeling of pleasure, self-admiration and relief, 
immediately after the theft. 


The kleptomaniac commits his thefts with full 
consciousness of knowledge of his actions and often, in order 
not to be noticed, uses the method of hiding things, in 
environments he often visits. Specifically, when he wants to 
steal an object, he changes its position in the house he is in, 
without taking it. When some time has passed and he finds 
that the owner has not returned it to its original location or, 
has not visibly looked for it, then the kleptomaniac steals 
the item safely, under the foolish impression and 
justification to himself, that he simply took a lost item !!! 


Thefts can be an expression of antisocial personality 
disorder, conduct disorder, or a manic episode, and 
kleptomania can even begin in childhood. In this case, the 
child's family bears a serious responsibility, which, while 
aware, tolerates this situation and accustoms him to take 
this defect for granted, which now accompanies him 
throughout his life. 


Kleptomania, when it coexists with avarice, envy and manic 
depression, are the worst forms of incurable mental illness, 
which ultimately lead to alcoholism and the taking of 
psychotropic drugs, culminating in the loss of mental 
functions (dementia, hallucinations and confusion) or, the 
appearance of serious physical ailments which lead the 
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patient to despair, with all the dangerous consequences of 
this situation. The patient's chances of survival are almost 
zero. and only a miracle can save him, if he manages to 
"come to his senses" and change his life. But usually, 
especially if there is a strong heredity, the result is extreme 
depression, dementia and mental hospital or, if mental 
confusion has not occurred, suicidal ideation, so the 
kleptomaniac must be closely monitored for his protection.

The serious illness of the soul (by Fotis Kontoglou) 


Of all the diseases that afflict the human soul, the worst, 
in my opinion, is avarice. | hated it since | was little. And 
now, even though, with age, I've changed my mind about 
many things, | haven't changed about stinginess. I'd rather 
deal with a murderer than a miser. Why, the murderer may 
have killed in the heat of his soul, upon his anger and 
repented afterwards, while the miser is a cold calculator, 
spoiled to the bone. In the murderer you may find some 
feelings, in the miser you will find none. The miser, of 
course, is always selfish, he loves only himself, but, many 
times, he is a monster worse than the selfish, because he 
may not even love himself and let him die of hunger. By this 
man shows how he can reach a state that none of the other 
animals can reach. Only he, who called himself “the king of 
the animals," reaches such abject folly that, out of his 
avarice, he hides the money in the mattress or the pillow 
and dies of hunger. Have you seen any stingy dogs? Or any 
donkey, that has plenty of hay to eat, and yet does not eat 
it and is found dead from hunger? You see how the miser is a 
madman, and indeed the most unsympathetic, the most 
obnoxious madman. 

But even he who is an ordinary miser and who does not 
reach the passion! mentioned also hasa certain coldness 
about him. You hesitantly approach him. You can't deal with 
him freely because he is also double-buttoned 
“spangorramenos", as they call him. Because stinginess 
makes him a hypocrite and suspicious. 


Money is a dangerous thing and very poisonous to the soul. 
Many start with economy and little by little, they become 
greedy, in the end Mammon rides them. With avarice, the 
heart of man narrows, as with open-handedness it widens. A 
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miser is a miser and in feelings, he cannot have anything 
brave in him. How can such a person make a sacrifice for 
another? 


The love of money brings the greatest calamities to 
mankind. Judas the miser betrayed Christ. And most of the 
quarrels between people, the grumblings within families, 
the wars that ravage the world and fill it with blood, are 
caused by damned money. Interests. 


The Church, during Holy Week, sings many tropes that 
condemn avarice. He calls Judas " son of echidnas, 
treacherous, traitorous, illegal " and exhorts us to banish 
avarice from ourselves. 


This evil disease is today very lying and very heavy, a 
universal passion that eats the hearts like a worm, in East 
and West. Never have people loved money as much as they 
do today. Because today's man is materialistic, he doesn't 
believe in another life, because he doesn't believe in God 
and throws himself headlong into enjoying this life. This life 
that, until you get to see it, leaves and disappears, like a 
shadow. So this shadow is being chased by the unfortunate 
man today and he is punished and killed for this shadow, 
thinking that he is doing something with the money. 


| have met many of them, who have much wealth, and | 
have seen their anguish and their unhappy happiness. | am 
not speaking of those who are prevented from enjoying life 
because they have diseases is other misfortunes, but | am 
speaking for those who have Health and every means to live 
well. 


They have everything, except happiness. Happiness, true 
happiness, is far away from them, first of all because life is 
a fickle thing, like the needle of Nastradin-Khoja, which 
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stood on top of an egg. Happiness without security, it cannot 
be.

Envy, Jealousy

Envy is the intense feeling of resentment that a person 
experiences for another's happiness, goods, success and 
social status. It is jealousy that is accompanied by a feeling 
of hatred and malice towards those around us. According to 
the Oxford English Dictionary, emotion is described as, “ any 
agitation or, agitation of the mind, feeling of passion. Any 
fierce or exalted state of mind , so is envy, which is among 
the most fierce and intense emotions. In essence, envy is 
the denial but also the difficulty of recognizing positive 
characteristics in others. 


It can hide behind anger, indignation, bitterness, 
annoyance, hostility and in extreme situations even 
pathological hatred. Usually, people who exhibit envious 
behaviors and feelings have low self-esteem and a lack of 
interests. They desire to get the better of their fellow man 
and take pleasure in the failure of others. They resent 
people who excel and try in every way to degrade them and 
belittle their achievements. If they don't succeed, they focus 
on their negative elements, which of course exist in all of 
us. Envious people are jealous of the success, intelligence, 
abilities, achievements, and natural gifts that others possess 
in contrast to them. 


Certainly a key factor that affects the behavior of the 
“envious” person is the intensity of the emotion. In a mild 
form, envy could also act as a motivation for personal 
development, while in an extreme form it could manifest 
itself with aggression and extreme jealous behaviors. 
Envious people find it difficult to accept the positive traits 
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of others and are relieved to see their failure. They are 
unhappy and cannot enjoy their lives, because they always 
want what others have and these thoughts radiate, so that 
no one can stand them. 


It is therefore important to guard against such people. An 
effective way to avoid them is distance. By not caring, we 
create a distance from these people, and automatically the 
negative interactions we could have, are reduced. We try 
not to provoke the manifestation of their negative emotions, 
keeping a polite attitude towards them, without sharing our 
achievements. You should think carefully before you post 
things that cause jealousy and envy. It is also good to 
maintain your humility and modesty, so that feelings of envy 
are not ignited in these persons. 


Many times, even we, have noticed in ourselves behaviors or 
thoughts that manifest envy. When this happens, we must 
not despise it by justifying it, on the contrary we must try, 
and "work " with ourselves, so that such feelings are not 
perpetuated and vicious circles are created with contented 
envy. A good way to kill envy is to focus on ourselves and 
rebuild goals. By setting personal goals and achieving them, 
we feel satisfied with ourselves and this has the effect of 
increasing our self-esteem. So we no longer have the need to 
desire and expect the failure of others in order to confirm 
ourselves.

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Manic depression 


It is bipolar disorder where someone presents 
mania followed by depression. 


Mania is the state in which the person experiencing it has 
only a subjective perception of himself. That is, he has a 
false image of himself and others, with a tendency towards 
their destruction and disappearance. He believes that 
everything is the fault of others and therefore commits 
frenzied and thoughtless acts against them. From time to 
time he shows intense outbursts of anger, and moodiness 
(short and intense changes of emotion, from joy to sadness 
and vice versa). He has a deep-seated inferiority complex, 
immense ego, never admits his faults and therefore, never 
says "sorry" and never says "thank you" for the good they do 
him. He has, as his main purpose in life, the profit, from the 
shameless exploitation of others. He is greedy to the point 
of stupidity and all his actions, tend to belittle others in 
order to feel superior. He never laughs with his heart, never 
enjoys any moment of his life and never helps others.. 


Depression is the condition where someone has negative 
thoughts about his self, society and his environment. Its 
main symptoms are a feeling of inferiority, a feeling of low 
self-esteem, sadness and melancholy, which can be 
expressed by crying, isolation, sleep disturbance, a feeling 
of guilt for everything that happens, irritation and possibly, 
a feeling of anger and aggression.. The extreme form of 
depression leads one to terrible impasses about the future of 
his life, fearing that everything will happen to him (what will 
| do now?) and may even create thoughts of suicidal 
ideation. 
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Manic depression is one of the worst mental illnesses and 
there is no cure unless the manic depressive himself, 
realizes his condition and understands that the root cause of 
his illness is his "boundless selfishness” that imprisons him 
hermetically within himself and does not it allows him to 
break the shackles of the terrible situation he is in, so that 
he can begin to communicate calmly and peacefully with 
others, “giving” and not “taking"..! 


Unfortunately, the manic-depressive, rarely " comes to 
himself ", changes and self-heals. Most of the time, he reads 
this text, recognizes the truth that it conveys and the next 
moment he forgets everything and continues to immerse 
himself, due to habit, in the situation he is in. And then he 
turns to the " psychotherapists " and starts the tranquilizer 
pills and soon the alcohol and becomes an alcoholic or, in 
the extreme solution of the chemical substances, which will 
make him a drug addict, if by then he has not lost his mind 
or, has not already given himself an end at his life.

But 
he pretends not to understand and leaves him helpless, with 
funny pretexts or, just coldly, without any excuse.. 
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3. They are foul-mouthed persons 

They identify weaknesses, needs, bad psychological states, 
serious illnesses of others, etc. and in every situation, they 
throw them at them, talking to them, like the echidna its 
poison, to harm them and satisfy the demon they have 
inside. So they can make others even try to kill themselves 
or, cause someone who is seriously ill to cry and despair and 
lead him to an early death, enjoying their wickedness. 


| am sure that this list can be filled with dozens of other 
cases, from those who have met such people in their lives, 
and it is an opportunity for these people, if they read this 
text, to realize their situation, to forget that, " .. it's always 
someone else's fault for everything”, to do a deep 
introspection and change their way of life, permanently and 
irreversibly. Otherwise, their future will be to be abandoned 
by others, so as not to harm them, as a result of which they 
will completely despair of their lives and finally end up in 
alcohol, substances and drugs, in neurological clinics, in 
violation of the Law and prison or, in suicide, when they are 
overcome by remorse for the harm they have done to others 
and the fear of God begins to control them!

Signs that the person you have in front of you is mean- 
spirited 


Usually a look or a conversation is enough. However, if you 
see any of the following signs in someone, it means that they 
have long left kindness behind. Needless to say, such people 
are to be avoided as the devil avoids frankincense. They 
have nothing good to offer you, so keep them out of your 
life, your family and your friends. 


Wickedness is something that can hardly be defined, but is 
very easily perceived. Someone is bad when they have 
malignant, or malicious behavior.

Such people are dangerous because they are capable of 
harming you, just for the pleasure they derive from it. It is 
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important to identify these people and remove them from 
your life, before horrible things start happening to you and 
those around you. 


He has serious control issues. 
Bad people have this in common: they want to control 
others. They cannot control their own lives, so they try to 
control others. They don't trust anyone, they are obsessive 
and liars. At first they put on the face of a kind and good 
person, but if you make the mistake of letting them get to 
you, you will soon find that they will try to control your life. 


He is usually dishonest and a liar. 

The liar, or rather the pathological liar, belongs in a special 
category by himself. From a certain point onwards, he tells 
lies without realizing it. He is dishonest and lies about 
everything so that he can somehow "inflate" things and 
appear smarter or better than someone else. A bad person 
can lie about himself, about you, or about everyone else. 
The only thing that is certain, is that he is a liar and 
dishonest and will remain so. The lie is for him a tool to 
manipulate reality, which does not always serve him the way 
he wants. If he's caught lying, he'll find a way to get out. He 
is so brazen that he will probably challenge you to prove his 
lie. He gets strength from what he does. 


You feel weird when you're around him. 
It has been proven that our body emits an energy field, 
which serves as an intuitive defense system. It's like when 
you eat something and your stomach hurts. You didn't know 
beforehand if it was good or not, when _ you ate it, but 
your stomach or sometimes, your skin shows you that what 
you ate was not so good after all. So you may not understand 
the villain by what he does, but you will feel him. You are 
close to him and you shiver. It's like if you touch it, you'll 
get an electric shock. It might sound crazy to you, but it’s 
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true. Always trust your instinct, because it will never betray 
you. If you make a mistake, you can always apologize, but 
it's better to be suspicious than fall into his trap. 


He can easily fool you. 
He is deceptive and can easily fool you, that he is something 
other than what he shows. It can easily influence the way 
you think about him and make you agree with his desires. He 
manipulates everything the way he wants and creates a 
world that is hard to understand or believe. You can easily 
understand the evil, the cunning man, if only you observe 
how he works. As soon as you suspect that he is trying to 
lead you in a different direction, change direction and leave. 


He feels no remorse. 

He does what he does, but he feels no remorse. The word " 
remorse " is an unknown word in his vocabulary. He is not 
upset, nor even sorry for the harm he causes to others, 
instead he will look to put the blame on you and make you 
believe that the reality you see is not real. He intends to 
lead you to a strong outburst or intense anxiety and 
manipulates you in its own way. He is never going to admit 
his mistake, so as, not to spoil the image he has so carefully 
built. 


He is brazen. 

So far, we have talked about those who try indirectly and in 
insidious ways to harm another. But not all of them are 
wicked and hypocritical. There are also those who bring out 
their bad self openly to everyone, not caring about the bad 
opinion that others will form about them. They fight easily, 
hurt the people they love, and are victims of the prison they 
built for themselves, which is why they get so much joy from 
the misfortune and pain of others. If you're in a relationship 
with someone who so openly brings out their bad self, find 

ways to get rid of them as quickly as possible. The malice 
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and cruelty of such a person can cause you serious damage 
one day. 


They are irresponsible. 

They are unethical and will do whatever they want, 
whenever they want, without accountability to anyone. Such 
a person will never feel responsible for the pain he causes 
others. He knows it's his fault and won't do anything to fix it. 
He likes to throw the ball of blame on others and doesn't 
know what the word " sorry " means, or maybe he does, but 
he thinks that apologies are for the weak. Most likely, he 
will make you apologize for his own mistakes. 


Such people do not count on your friendship. 
He will look to get what he can from you without caring how 
you feel. Whatever he does, he does it on purpose and for no 
other reason. If something happens to you, don't expect him 
to be by your side. 


He hates animals and hurts them. 
Cruelty is not only seen towards humans, but also towards 
animals. A man who is objectively evil will not hesitate to 
harm a defenseless animal. This is how future criminals 
start. If you harm an animal on purpose, it is very likely that 
you will harm a human in the future. Never trust people who 
hate or harm animals. 


He is racist and sexist. 
Evil lurks where good is absent. Excessive bigotry, racism 
and sexism, have raised generations and generations of bad 
people in the world. There are no words. Such people, in 
addition to being bad, are also dangerous. 
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He is manipulative. 
They are two-faced with split personalities. One minute it 
can be in kindness and goodness and the next, in malice and 
hatred. Such people are only kind when they want to get 
something from you. They know how to manipulate you and 
make you believe that they will return the favor you do 
them. 


He underestimates you. 

One of the worst manipulative behaviors of a bad person is 
emotional manipulation, which often comes in the form of 
undermining and belittling. You can underestimate someone 
in so many ways. One of them is to play the victim when 
nothing has happened, to make fun of someone for their 
appearance, their body, their interests, their home or, their 
dreams. A bad person can underestimate everything. Don't 
let such people change the opinion you have about yourself 
or the decisions you have made. You can just say, "I'm sorry 
you don't like my life, but this is what | like," and then, 
hello! 


He's trying to confuse you and get you to fight with 

others 
They have a special tactic and a strange talent for making 
people fight. They like the confusion and conflict in general, 
especially when it is to their advantage. The more doubts 
they give you and the more spies they put in to make you 
fight with others, the more power they get. Don't fall into 
this trap and have no confidence. Always keep your distance 
and try to cross-reference what you hear. 


He doesn't care about what we consider respectable and 
sacred 
They are stubborn, sarcastic, stuck in their own world and 
liars to the point of disgust. No matter how bad they treat 
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you, they will always come back to you, because they have 
nowhere else to go. With sweets and caresses they will try 
to trick you into accepting them back. If you do, know that 
the consequences will be tragic. 


Always remember that these people don't change. No 
matter how good they play it, they are rotten inside. You 
can't change them. They are and will remain, unchangeable. 
It takes a lot of work, but first they have to want themselves 
to change and recognize their problem.

Astronomy is the summit of all intellectual arts, and must 
be considered the noblest occupation of the free man, of all 
the branches of mathematics. As it is the property of all the 
noble arts to guard against vice, and the human spirit to 
occupy itself with better things, this astronomy must 
accomplish in a greater degree. And this because it gives 
great pleasure to the spirit.

The true believer is the one who does not think that he is 
doing anything great for God and always has the impression 
that he has not yet even begun to repent of his sins, while 
he may have given everything for God. 


He is the one who can go even to complete isolation and 
the life of a hermit in a precipitous cave and yet not think 
that he is doing anything great for his faith. He is the Saint 
who, until the last moment of his life, believes that he is the 
worst of people, while he has a completely pure heart, free 
of sins!!! 


On the other hand, in contrast to this believer, there is 
also the "other", who considers that all the above are just 
religious and worship procedures, but follows and applies 
them to the letter and, therefore, considers himself superior 
anyway, as for his faith in God... while "he has no love" and 
his heart is attached to ephemera and profit, exploiting God, 
for his own benefit... They are the pseudo-reverences! 


The above type of "believer" belongs to the classes of 
people who usually do not declare themselves atheists and it 
is up to us to recognize them by their actions and apparent 
beliefs and to guard against them, because they are 
dangerous and may cause us harm, in their interest.. 
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A true believer is one who does not seek recognition and 
praise for his actions. Instead, it emits light into the world 
around it, without seeking it, just like a candle that slowly 
burns, melts and lights up around it! 


This believer knows that his faith is more than mere acts of 
religious worship. It is a state of mind and heart that 
embodies love and selfless giving to others. 


The true believer does not think of himself as superior or 
worthy of praise. Instead, he is constantly seeking 
repentance and self-control for his sins. Although he may 
have dedicated his life to God, he always feels that he has 
not yet begun to adequately pay for his sins. His heart 
remains humble and pure, full of self-criticism and absolute 
faith. 


The true believer may even seek complete isolation and 
become a hermit, living in a craggy cave. However, this 
abandonment of the world it does not make him feel that he 
is accomplishing something great for his faith. On the 
contrary, he realizes their inadequacy of his deeds, before 
the majesty of God.

He ignores the true meaning of faith 
and focuses solely on himself, exploiting religion for personal 
gain and profit. 


The heart of the pseudo-pious believer is attached to the 
things of the world. Instead of seeking spiritual involvement 
and true fellowship with God, he allows himself to be 
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controlled by the temptations of desire and materialism. 


This believer does not know true love and fellowship with 
other people, as his heart remains closed and isolated. 


It is important for us to recognize these differences and 
beware of pseudo-pious believers. The pharisaical 
tendencies of these believers make them dangerous to the 
community. Their actions are not guided by love and true 
faith, but by selfish ends and personal gain. They may even 
exploit religion to achieve power, prestige or financial gain. 


Our role is to recognize the true believers, those who do 
not meet the criteria of pseudo-religion. These believers, 
with their humility and true love for God and fellow human 
beings, are a source of inspiration and solidarity for the 
community. 


So in any case, we must pay attention and analyze the 
actions and attitudes of the people around us. Through 
careful observation and analysis, we can distinguish the true 
believer from the pseudo-devout by their behavior and 
actions. 


The true believer does not seek publicity and recognition 
for his actions. Instead, it serves simply and purely, without 
hidden agendas and expectations of reward. 


The true believer does not indulge in pride. Instead, he 
loves and cooperates with those around him, selflessly 
offering his love and support. 


The true believer lives his faith with authenticity- 
and consistency, without practicing hypocrisy and seeking 
external confirmation. 


The true believer is not self-centered, but has sensitivity 
and care for others. Recognizes the needs and pain of others 
and offers help and comfort in a selfless way. 
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In a world where mistrust and hypocrisy are rife, it is 
important to recognize the true believer from the pseudo- 
devout in order to guard against any repercussions and 
complications that the latter may cause.

These are the people who focus solely on themselves, 
seeking power, control and profit. 


The pseudo-pious use religion and piety as a means to 
take advantage of others and assert their arrogance. 


These people can be dangerous as they use religion as a 
means of exploitation and for their own benefit. 


To protect ourselves from the pseudo-pious, we must 
develop our discernment and be cautious in our relationships 
and interactions. The true believer must seek the truth and 
the honesty to others and to demonstrate authenticity and 
honesty in one's own life. 


Furthermore, our inner spiritual life and our relationship 
with God must be deep and authentic. This means that we 
must develop a relationship with God based on love, faith 
and submission, not outward showmanship or hypocrisy. 


Ultimately, faith is a personal experience that shapes 
each person's life and actions. Each of us has a responsibility 
to develop our faith with honesty, authenticity and 
devotion. realizing that faith is not limited to external 
manifestations, but requires an internal transformation, it 
requires a Pure Heart!

A very simplistic example, from my professional life 
experience as a Civil Engineer, to make you understand the 
concept of the Trinity of God. 


This image helps us understand the complex nature of God 
and his relationship with the world. The trinity of God 
highlights the integration and cooperation of the three 
persons to achieve a magnificent creation. 


The Father, as owner, is the beginning and source of all 
creation. Like an architect who has the vision to build a 
project, the Father determines the design and organization 
of the Universe. From him it springs the perspective, love 
and gratitude we feel, for the existence and beauty of the 
world. 
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The Son, as an engineer, appears to realize the vision of 
the Father. Like a skilled Technician, who makes the plans 
and embodies the idea of the work, the Son brings his 
presence into the world, becomes one of us and shows us 
the way to truth and deification. Through the Son, we are 
able to perceive God with human eyes and connect with His 
spiritual presence.

It is the automatic course of the soul, after death, towards 
despair, abandonment and hell, when, in life, it is bound to 
matter, sex, lust, pleasures, gluttony, drink, profit, 
expensive clothes and objects, luxurious cars, etc., because, 
after death, the soul does not dispose of its body, for the 
satisfaction of its pleasures, while its desire for them 
remains unchanged.. Furthermore, after death, the Psyche 
becomes unstoppable and cannot revise its nature. Without 
the body, the soul cannot express its free will, because it 
lacks the complex computer called the brain, through which 
it communicated with its material environment, and 
expressed its free will. He wanders eternally in the state he 
was in when he lost his body. 


On the contrary, the soul's path towards light and love, 
after death, is a given, when the soul is alive, has spiritual 
unification, relationships of love, mutual respect and 
appreciation, with other people, spiritual practices and 
feeling of oneness with something greater than itself, states 
which, after death, still exist, because they do not depend 
on matter and the body, which perishes and disappears! 


Indeed, spiritual development, the acceptance of spiritual 
virtues, the attainment of wisdom, mutual help and love, as 
well as the consciousness of the divine, remain after death 
and influence the course of the soul, leading it to the so- 
called heaven, as this is called status from religions. 
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Therefore, deviation from the spiritual virtues, selfishness,
